'We still hope that Israel will 
refrain from taking unilateral 
measures and take corr e ctive ae- 
tiona which are heeesaary to clear 
the atmosphere to order to m^e 
the resumption of the negoUationa 
possible." he said. 

Asked if he wanted Israel to 
revoke the recently enacted 
Jertisalem Law, Sl-Bas replied: "It 
la up to them. But we urge them, we 
ask them, to refrain (ram any ac- 
tion. to neutralhKe, to negate the ac- 
tions which have been taken

El-baz, who hoB been closely In- 
volved throughout the two-and-a- 
half years of Egyptlan-Zsraell 
negotiations, told reporters: "We 
are not giving up on them ... 1 would 
not.aay the situation is bopelcM." 

El-Bas aaid Egypt was not asking 
the U.S. to intervene at this point, 
but Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Kamal Haasan Aly told the 
Associated Preas earlier in 
telephone remarka, that although a 
summit was "not In consideration," 
it "is a poulbility." 

Tbe letter the Egyptlazzs are 
preparing will reportedly say that 
Egypt will not resume the 
autonomy talka unless Begin Issues 
a clear statement to the effect that 
East Jerusalem remains a topic for' 
negntfatlons. 

"Jerusalem is and will be one, un- 
der Israel's sovereignty, its In- 
divisible capita! ..." wrote Begin to 
his letter. 

Begin wrote that the settlements 
are "legal and legitimate and they 
are an Integral part of our seetorlty. 
None of them will ever be 
removed." He added that he bad 
repeatedly made this clear both to 
Sadat and to Prerident Carter. 

Begin also charged la his letter 
that hostile Egyptian acts towards 
Israel, at tbe UN, and with third 
world countries, constituted a un- 
ilateral breach of the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty, He cited Egyp- 
tian moves to l^uence African 
countries not to renew diplomatic 
relations with Israel.

New fraud charge 
against former 
aliya official 

TEL AVIV (Rim). -» A former Im- 
migration offfdal already ' under 
several criminal indictments, In- 
cluding the embenlement of 
lL20m. from moneys earmarked 
for immigrant students,, was in- 
dicted yesterday on another 
criminal charge. 

Shimon Kadar, Si, of Herdla, was 
accused ia Tel Aviv District Court 
of conspiring' to defraud the Student 
Authority which he once headed.

WASHINGTON. - David Halevy, 
the Israeli journalist who report^ 
that PHme Minister Begin was 
obstructing the General Security 
Service's (Shabak) efforts to learn 
who planted the bombs In the 
automobiles of three West Bank 
mayors, says he is prepared to. 
rehim to teael to stand trial for 
allegedly violating censorship 
regulations or to testify before a 
Knesset committee on the veracity 
of his story. 

"Unfortunately," Halevy said in 
an Interview, "I have never been 
more certain about a story than in 
this case. I have no doubt what- 
soever that the story was correct, 
despite the denials." 

Halevy, whose report in The 
Woithittffton Star lost week resulted 
In sha^ teraell denials, Insisted 
thaftlie'Head of the Shabak had con- 
fided to a friend, only five days 
before the story appeared, that be 
was resigning because Begin was 
obstructing bis investigation. 
Halevy refused to identify the 
friend, 

Asked why the security chief had 
subsequently denied the report, 
Halevy replied; "God knovrs wha't 
motivated him. Probably his pen- 
sion. Maybe he wants an am- 
bassadorial assignment. 

"He's not a corrupt man. He's an^ 
hon^ human 'being." 

Halevy, the longtime Jerusalem 
coirespondent of Time jnagasine 
and a egmiraluf (lieutenant colonel) 
in the Israeli reserves, 'was es- 
pecially upset by allegations 
suggesthigLttaat he was motivated 
by supposedly close ties with the 
Labour Party.

Aleksandrovich, who was only 
locally anaesthetized, was con- 
scious during the operation end 
heard the rabbis recite the unusual 
prayer (or the souls of his departed 
mother and father in the circumci- 
sion prayer. 

Aleksandrovich arrived In Isrsel 
six weeks ago^ He grew vp in a Rus- 
sian chOdren's home and was not 
circumcised.

He was describ- 
ed as "very pleased" after the 
operation.

She first rescued Spitser, whom 
she had never before met, and then, 
on return trips, brought out two of 
Spitzer’s friends. All three were 
first hidden in her home in 
Cztetochowa, but when nei^bours 
became suspicious they were mov- 
ed to Piaula’s parents' home. Even- 
tually. Pisula arranged permits for 
all -three to travel to Germany as 
foreign workers. 


Valentin Saxona, 77, a lawyer 
who immigrated to Israel from 
Rumania in 1955 after serving a 
prison sentence as an Israeli spy.

The Jewish Agency recognized 
him in 1965 as a "public figin" In 
Jewish circles, based on evidence 
given by other "Prisoners of Zion."

Main suspect 
acquitted in 

drugs trial 

TBLAVIV ilUmj.— The '•Turkish 
connection" drug smuggling trial 
took an unexpected turn In the 
District Court here yesterday with 
the acquittal of the main accused, 
Herzl Aharonl. But Aharonl's 
release was held up for two days by 
District Court President Judge 
Binyamin Oohea, to give the state a 
ehonee to appeal. 

Another accused, Holm Zadeh, 
who has been out on ball up to now. 
was ordered detained until the end 
of the legal proceedings. 

The charge sheet described 
Aharonl as the main suspect in an 
attempt to smuggle more than 
three kilograms of heroin Into the 
country from Turkey. Aharonl has 
bera in prison for the past CO days. 

The trial began when a tourist 
from Turkey aroused the suspicion 
of customs men at Ben-Gurlon Air- 
port last Jxine. 

More than three kilograms of 
heroin packed In piastlc bags were 
found hidden In a tape recorder 
among his effects. The tourist 
claimed he knew nothing about the 
drugs, saying he had been asked to 
give the tape-recorder to someone . 
at the Bat Yam Hotel. The tourist. | 
Brahlm Kerccl, cooperated with ! 
the police, and three days later 
Zsdeh was detained at the hotel. 

During the Investigation, police 
spoke on the telephone to Herzl 
Aharonl's wife, who told them her 
husband was Involved In the inci- 
dent. The prosecution also claimed 
thaf Aharonl made a trip to Turkey 
some time before the smuggilng 
attempt. 

But Aharonl's counsel said there 
was no eridence against his client. 
The coD\*ersation with his wife 
could not be accepted as evidence, 
since a wife cannot testify against 
her husband. 

Judge Cohen said in deciding to 
acquit Aharonl that there were T. 
proofs of the accused's "moral ;; 
guilt.” but these were oot accep- .> 
table from a legal point of view.

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Soviets: ‘Protecting our 
own interests in Kabul’ 





NEW DELHI (AP). - 

MohniAdullAh Kholov, a vice* 
president of the Supreme Soviet, 
said yesterday that Moscow seeks 
no political advantage from Soviet 
military presence In Afghanistan 
and is only protecting its national 
iiitcfcsta. 

“The southern repuhlies of our 
country have 2,400 kilometres of 
border with Afghanistan... there 
can be a danger if anything 
happens there,” Kholov, who Is also 
chairman of one of those republics, 
the Tajik Soviet Socialist Republic, 
told a -news conference. 

“We do not seek anything in 
' Afghanistan." he said. “We do not 
need the territory of Afghanistan." 

When the Supreme Soviet official 
said the Afghan army was capable 
of defending the country by itself, a 
correspondent asked him why It 
was necessary for Soviet troops to 
remain there. 

“The troops were invited there," 
Kholov replied. 

The Soviet official said Iran and 
-Pakistan. which border 
Afghanistan, should respond to 
Khrmai’s overtures for dix^t talks. 

Meanwhile, reports yesterday 
said that the controlling Parcham 
faction of Afghan President Babrak 
Ramial's Communist Party has 
splintered, further weakening the 
position of his- Soviet-supported 
government. 

Just three weeks after a purge of 
officials of Karmal’s rivals in the 
Khalq faction, his own followers are 
badly splintered, according to a 


former Afghan official who travell- 
ed to the Indian capital recently 
from Afghanistan. 

He refused to give the names of 
officials who have split with Kar- 
mal, but said three groups divided 
over the questions of law and order 
and the presence of Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan have emerged. 

One faction, which includes Kar^ 
mal's followers, Insists that the ex- 
isting government that came to 
power with the invasion of an es- 
timated 90,000 Soviet troops in 
December should have full authori- 
ty to interpret and apply Afghan 
laws and those of the People's 
Democratic Party of Af^anistan. 

A second group within the 
Parcham fac'tlon has publicly 
criticized Karmal for conducting a 
lawless state. 

Supporters of the second group, 
who call themselves nationalists, 
said Karmal had identified his 
ParchaQiite followers virlth murder 
and crimes against the people of 
Afghanistan. 

Murders of Khaiqis by 
Parchamites and of Parchamites 
by Khaiqis have been widespread In 
Kabul, the Afghan capital, since the 
mid-July purge that occurred dur- 
ing a secret emergency plenum of 
the Communist Party. 

Additional reports from 
Afghanistan say the Russians are 
using Mig jet aircraft, helicopter 
gunships. tanks and motorized in- 
fantry in mass attacks on Moslem 
rebels fighting against the Soviet- 
installed regime of Karmal.

TEHERAN (AP). — Iran’s parlia- 
ment approved Mohammad Ali 
Rajai as prime minister yesterday. 

The official Pars news agency 
said 153 deputies voted in favour of 
Rajai. 24 against and 19 abstained, 
j It added that Rajai, the former 
' education minister, “therefore 
received a majority vote and will 
now be able to go ahead and form a 
cabinet." 

His selection removed another 
obstacle to the debate on the 52 
American hostages, now in their 
282nd day of captlrity. But their 
freedom appeared no closer, since 
Rajai is a hard-liner picked by the 
Moslem fundamentalists who want 
the captives tried as spies. 

The last remaining hurdle to be 
cleared before their fate can be dis- 
cussed is the installation of a 
cabinet. 

The parliament accepted Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr'a 
nomlTiation of Rajai on Sunday. 
Bani-Sadr was pressured into 
choosing Rajai — who launched a 
campaign to purge Iran’s schools of 
'Western influences ^ by a select 
committee after his first nominee. 
Police Chief Mostafa Mir-Salim, 
was rejected. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that a 
protest by hundreds of Iranians out- 
side the British Embassy in 
Teheran ended peacefully yester- 
day. Em'oassy spokesman David 
Reddaway. contacted from London, 
said in a telephone interview that 
the Iranians had gathered to 
protest' the detention of 68 'of th«ir . 
eoimtrymen in ‘British ■ 

Jtecording to. monitored .reports,, 
the crowd carried portraits of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 


shouted “death to the fascist 
British police" and denounced 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

Teheran Radio put the number of 
demonstrators at 3,000, but Red- 
daway said they numbered no more 
than 300. 

He said a few were allowed inside 
the embassy to deliver their 
grievances and then left peaceably. 

He s.aid the safety of the embassy ^ 
had been guaranteed by Iran's 
Foreign Ministry, despite reported 
threats that It would be blown np if 
the Iranians in London were not 
.-eieosed. . 

The 6S under detention were 
arrested a week ago in clashes out- 
side the U.S. Embassy at 
Grosvenor Square where they bad 
gathered to protest similar deten- 
tions in the U.S. 

Denied bail for refusing to give 
their names, they are due to 
reappear in court tdday on charts 
of assault, obstruction and using 
threatening behaviour.

PEKING (AP). — 7^ Communist 
Party central committee yesterday 
virtually declared the end of per- 
sonality cults in China, including 
that surrounding the late chairman 
Mao Tse-tung. . 

The official Xinhua news agency 
reported the central committee 
issued a sweeping directive which 
bans the construction of new 
memorial halls named tor Mao and 
other leaders.

The directive also limits the 
publishing of biographies and 
writings of individual leaders and 
reporting on their activities and 
speeches. Elaborate funeral ser- 
vices tor high-ranking officials also 
are to be limited. 

The central committee said the 
following principle should be 
followed: “To sing more praises of 
the workers, peasants and soldiers 
... while giving less publicity to In- 
dividuals."

It was 84 years ago last month 
that ig-year-old Rosalynn Smith ;

Haval College in Annapolis, 
Maryland. Rosalynn was the best 
friend of his favourite sister, Ruth. 
To his formidable mother Lillian, 
however she was "just a child, a 
poor slip of a thing.’’ Even during 
the White House years. Rosalynn 
cuid Mir 'TJiiian havs not manai^ 
to conceal their somewhat strained 
relatione. 

As the eldest of four children in a 
fatherless home, Rosalynn recalls 
an impoverished struggle of a 
childhood. Other folks around 
Plains don’t remember it quite that 
way; the family, they say, never 
went short .of much. Either way, 
she soon escaped all that, traveDliig 
the world as a Navy wife whose huft 
band was away four or five nights a 
week. 

They had three sons in quick 
succession, and after U years in the 
service moved back to Plains to 
take over the family peemut firm. 


on the death of Carter’s father. 
Rosalynn. who alwaya insisted on 
being involved in the decision- 
making, kept the books. They 
prospered, and. began to nurture 
political ambitions. 

When Carter lost his first race for 
the governorship of Georgia In 19M, 
Rosalynn — like her husband — 
converted to the Baptist faith. 
When, at the second attempt four 
years later, he won, she had a 
facelift and swapped her specs for 
contact lenses. She gradually began 
. to conquer her fear of public speak- 
ing. Her prime motivation in life 
was to further her husband's 
career.

NOW SHE occupies the White 
House more coxrDLdentiy than the 
president, a hard, calculating and 
rather frosty Flzirt Lady who has 
earned herself the sobriquet of "the 
steel magnolia.” While obsearively 
protective of her husband and his 
political Interests, she has worked 


Just as hard to carve her own niche 
in history. 

“Flrat Ladles,** said Preaident 
•John F. Kennedy, “are not pubUe 
officials. ** Hie witt Jacqueline used 
her position to beautify the White 
House and promote the arts. Lady 
Bird Johnson beautified 
WasMngton and campaigned tor 
Ike environment. Pat Nixon was a 
stay-at-home: Betty Ford became a 
symbol of contemporary American 
motherhood ri^^ down to a drink 
problem, which she overcame. 

Rosalynn Carter has worked 
energetically and effectively in the 
cause of mental health, but she has 
also become an overtly political 
figure. It was FVanklln Rooseveft’s 
li&Toity which propelled his wife 
Eleanor, on bis behalf, Into the 
public domain, where ^e cham- 
pioned dvll rights and the notion of 
a Uidted Nations. BCrs. Carter has 
conseiolisly gone even further. 

. She to the first First Lady since 
Elekhor 4a.Jutye. addressed the 
National Preu Club, the first In 40 
years to have totified before a 
Senate committee. She Is the'first in 
history to have represented the 
president at dinners for visiting 
heads of state, to stand in for him at‘ 
political occasions in Washington, 
to have travelled without him to 
Rome for talks with the Pope, and 
to have Invited groups of con- 
gressional loaders to the White 


House for their very own First 
Lady-Uke tongue-lashing. 

FVom her own stdte of offices la 
the White House’s east wing, she 
has become almcet a surrogate 
president, dealing with the kind of 
pleas tor help which would la 
previous times have been ad- 
dressed to the chief executive. She 
has a Bt^ of 20 headed by Kit 
Dobelle, wife of the first (bow mov- 
ed sideways) chairman of the 
Carter-Monwe Re-eieetion Com- 
mittee. Mre. Dobelle bae a salary of 
$56,000 a year, the same as the 
prudent’s Chief of Staff. Hamilton 
Jordan. She sito In cm the dally 
meetings of senior White Rouse 
staff, to ensure that the Ftrst 
Lady’s Interests are re p resented. 

Mrs. Carter has travelled exten- 
sively as her husband's 
ambanador-at-large. Ri 10T8 she 
whistle- stopped around Mexico and 
seven Latin Ameriesn countries, 
conducting negotiations with beads 
of state on sttcb hefty matters as 
nuclear arms control, foreign aid - 
and the curUng of dr^ tzaffle. As 
/fir Force One carried her home in 
triumph, a radio message arrived 
from the White House: "The Preai- 
dent of tbe United States requests 
you to dine with him this evening at 
Aspen Lodge, Camp David.” 

"The First Lady of the United 
States.” she radioed back, "accepts 
your kind Invitation with pleasure.”

The highlight of her day, she 
says, comes at 4.80 each afternoon, 
when the president saves an hour to 
be alone with her."He’ll and 
say ‘Let’s go Jog,’ or ‘Let’s go play 
teiuils.* Or we’ll watch a movie 
together in the White House 
cinema.”

BY THE END of tbe Democratic 
National Convention, the New York 
Statler Hotel will have woebed 
enough sheets and pjUow cases to 
cover half of Maidiattan Island, 
vndeb is minor compared to tbe 
preparations that. were made 
before tbe delegates kirlved: Over 
500 rooms and two bars were 
renovated; a ballroom was con- 
verted Into a press headquarters, 
and on entirely new delicatessen 
and restaurant were bidlt. 

The Itxxury hotel, located across 
.from the convention site, Madison 
Square Garden, put In an additional 
15 kilometres of wiring for the 2,200 
reporters who are using tbe hotel as 
a press centre. And an entirely new 
telephone system, for the use of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
>i«s been set up, switchboard and 
all, only to be dismantled when the 
convention is over. 

Of the 1.800 rooms at the Statler 
Hotel. 1,200 are being used by the 
convention delegates and 
reporters. To cater for tfaem, a 
room-service kitchen has been set 
up Inside a service elevator, 
capable of beating coffee and wor- 


ming snae ks. Cooks and waiters are 
on duty in the elevator, and as 
room-service colls are received in 
the makeshift kitchen, they are 
able to prepare continental 
breakfasts while riding up to 
guests' rooms. 

To meet the demands of tbe con- 
vention delegates, the Statler has 
also opened a number of its 
reatauranta 84 hours a day. It has 
Increased the hours of operation for 
the lounges, built a new lounge call- 
ed the “Donkey Den" (complete 
with new drinks such as "Stars and 
CKrtpes" and "Uberty Goektali") 
and increased the staff from 1.200 to 
1,500. Additional "boose and food" 
were ordered months in advance in 
expectation of the Increased de- 
mand. 

The renovation of the 500 guest 
roodu includes the installation of TO 
fold-up beds, making TO rooms con- 
vertible into officee or hospitality 
suites. The conversion is p^ of a 
massive "restoration project,” due 
to be completed in 1984 — just in 
time for the next Democratic 
GOnven^n, of course.

for city liviim 


Want to create a country-like atmosphere in your bedroom? Sandra 
Skarbek tells you how in words and drawings. 


AN ENGLISH country bouse Is tbe best one 
can have, to my mind. The English have a 
knack for country houses, with their 
chintzes, their flowers and their lived-in air 
of casual elegance. 

It's all very cozy and comfortable. And the 
best room of all, Is the bedroom, romantic, 
.yet sensual. Absolutely essential is a huge 
bed, with down quilt and lots of pillows to 
sprawl on. Ravlsbing combination: wooden 
antique furniture, chests of lacy fresh cotton 
bed linen, antique and modem.... 19th cen- 
tury glased lamps, silver-backed brushes, 
glass-bottled perfumes, lace shawls and 
nightdresses. 

Even in tbe middle of an Israeli city, you 
can achieve a country house feeling, in your 
bedroom. You need a white crocheted 
bedspread and dark brown wood, country 
fabrics in warm rich colours and floral' 
designs for the walls, curtains and of course 
the patchwork quilt. 

• You can arrange furniture and accessories 
to give your room a romantic, country feel- 
ing. Aim for an intimate comer to curl up in, 
and a cushioned chair which should be com- 
fortable and good looking. Plants and a quilt 
add to the country style. To cover chair 
cushions, you use sheets in the same print as 
those on your bed. 

‘ Ata has some country look prints in sheets 
and Anva Import the American “Ffeld- 
crest.-' They have a lovely dork green set of 
linen with a cream coloured wild rose print, 
that goes beautlfiiUy with dark wooden fur- 
niture. It also comes in a brown/cream print 
and the name is "Homestead." 

Anva Import quite a tew of the Pleldcreat 
designs. The best ones for the country look 
ore "Mojave Flowers," "Sierra Plaid" and 
"Versailles Rose." From the Fieldcrest 
designer collection, look for Californian 
fashion designer Holly Harp's linen group. 
One is called "Romantic Lace" and Is In pink 
satin with white lace trim and white eyelet 
trim. The other Is called "Intimacy" and is a 
soft yellow rose design, with co-ordinating 
sheets, pillowcases, bedspread, table cloth, 
valence and towels. 

Scent is an invisible country romance- 
builder. Try placing scented candles, 
decorative sachets and boxes of potpourri on 
dresser or night table. I keep a lilac candle In 
its enamel holder, which can be bought in 
"Class." It's a great comfort, with all those 
night-time electricity, cuts, .lo.know that you

The first rule when decorating your 
bedroom: think in terms of colour groups. 
Get a number of colours (that you love) 
together and lay generously sized samples ot 
them next to each other, so you'll get a good 
idea of tbe final result. Peach, pii^, pepper- 
mint and oyster work well, as do purple, 
lilac, pink and white. 

The second rule: watch the scale of the 
pattern. You can mix lots of little prints 
together, but it's much more difficult to mix 
large ones. You can have up to half a dozen 
different patterned fabrics, with your cuz^ 
tains matched irith the walls. But the designs 
must be so tiny or subtle they never Intrude. 

"3Carion Fabrics" in Dlzengoff 8t., have 
a lovely selection of cotton countzy flower 
prints, that are perfect for curtains, wall 
hangings and plUcws. And sometimes the 
"Ata" fabric shop near the Shalom Stores 
have a pretty flower chintz style. 

The third ziile : remember the value of tex- 
ture. It brings life and movement to 
otherwise flat surfaces and pleases the eye 
— for instance, lashings of lace (find in the 
flea markets) over cushions, a padded easy 
chair and patchwork quilt. room should 
be full of green ferns, plants and softly 
coloured flowers (unless you’re allergic to 
them). 


room. Pieces of lace edging strung along 
shelves, or fringed around a hanging lamp 
add an Edwardian touch to a bedroom. 
"Class" have a very pretty cotton eyelet and 
lace shade In white for IL990. 

You can transform an alcove bed into an 
airy coooon with yards and yards of inexpen- 
sive nylon gauze double strung along the cell- 
ing and trailing down to the floor. A mirror 
on one wall magnifies the dazzle. 

Tricks with old lace: lace lies well and 
han^ well, so even bits and trimmings you 
collect thresh the family or at flea markets 
can be used to countrify your bedroom — 
there's zu> need to worry about pieces 
matching. Fragments of thread lace, bobbin 
lace, crocheted lace, can all be mixed 
together. And newer machine lace can be 
treated to look like something you found a 
long time ago. One warning: lace is fragile, 
so if you hang it, support it with a piece of 
sheer fabric underneath — it will hardly 
show. 

Lace curtains set off a countiy bedroom 
perfectly. You can find the genuine article In 
the flea markets, or buy the new "antique"' 
looking ones in some shops. 

"Topaz Curtains," in Dlzengoff, have a 
range of six lace designs Imported from 
sSranee. They are in 100 per cent acrilaa and 
are machine washable. They come In white 
or cream and look as good as the genuine an- 


tique curtains. The price of the 2.70 m x 
l.SO zn is IL3,470. They have other sizes, 
both bigger and smaller. In the flea market 
you can bargain on price, but an average is 
around IL2,500 to IL3,000, depending on 
quality. Very often you need to do a lot of 
repair work on them. 

To go with the curtains in making the 
perfect country bedroom, you need the old 
I ' fashioned wo(^ or metal' rails to hang them 
on. At "Topaz Curtains," they have both 
kinds. The Israeli wooden version comes in 
various shades of brown, from dark to 
natural, and coats about IL450 the metre, 

• The English style is more expensive, is in 
brown and it looks a better wood. 

The wooden rails look good with 
farmhouse style furniture; the gold metal 
rails go with a more delicate style of brass 
bed, or with a four-poster. 

The mainstay of a country-look bedroom, 
is of course, the bed. Finding the right bed, is 
no easy Job. At the flea market in Jaffa, I've 
seen two or three genuine antique four- 
posters and wooden styles from the early 
part of this century. Tbe best are to be found 
at "Antiqua Jaffo." 

If you prefer fake antique, "Class" are 
making a whole range of 19th century tow> 
poster beds, that range between 1L26,000 and 
IL27.000. They also have fake "antique" 
chests for around ZL22,ffOO, and bedside 
tables. 

"Antiqua Jaffo" have lovely 19th century 
night eahlaets, which look great with an old 
lamp on top. The night cabinet was originally 
used for keeping the chamber pot la. They 
also have some interesting mahogany tall 
boys and mirrored wardrobes. 

County style can also be achieved with 
cane wicker furniture. "Gazebo" In 
Dlzengoff St., are probably the most famous 
for this, but "Bamboo" in Ben Yehuda St. 
also do a range. White cane looks the pret- 
tiest, with a patchwork chintz, quilt and lots 
of frilly flower cotton cushions. 

The genuine antique bed will need two 
mattzesses, one on top of the other, for the 
required height. I chose my mattresses at 
"Aznlnach" m Dlzengoff St. The under mat- 
tress is of foam, the top one is of hard 
springs, which I was assured is much better 
for the spine than the soft spring version. 

Remember, when buying sheets for this 
type of bed, not to buy a set with one flat and 
one fitted sheet. Fitted iheets are .l^e for e^ 

‘ regular size bed, tmt not for the four%,. . 

prater. They Just weren't made to cover tw<^ '.^' 
‘HK^ttressea. So buy only flat sheets. 

You can combine the old with the fake: the 
brass and wood with the cane most 
successfully, or you can stick to one style. I 
have a brass four-poster with a wooden night 
cabinet and a rou^ cane bedside table. The 
table, however, is coven»d with a floor length 
lace tablecloth, to add a greater liarmony to 
the room and to the period I've tried to 
recreate, early 1900s. 

The only kind of lamps that fft, are the gas 
lamps with the brass fittings, that you can 
find at many shops in Tel Ariv. The best one 
I've found is "Menorah," in Dizengoff. It's 
quite expensive, but they have a vast range 
to choose from;, -you can also find some 
bargains in the flea market, if you hunt 
around. 

Pictures of family and friends look nice on 
a round bedside table. Finding old looking 
frames is difficult, as they are usually im- 
ported. "Hamashbir" do have them, but the 
best thing to do is have wooden carved 
frames made up. I go to "Galeria Daly" in 
Ben Yehuda St. where tbe owners do some 
really "old" looking (Urktoownframea, that 
capture the essence of a hundred years ago. ' 

A country style bedroom should have a 
strong sense of personal taste. There should 
be lots of little touches, that say "You." One 
designer I know is a keen collector, and her

A 
magnificent Yochanan Simon, tor 
e^ea^ple, was being handFtzdted in ' 
jyn^lifferent sizes. The artist, his 
widow told us later, was a man of 
the people. He would have been 
pleased that Us work could be ac- 
quired even by those who could not 
aCTord the price of a painting.

The current trend is towara vibrant 
colours, small print designs and 
abstracts, according to Yehoshus 
Finkelsteln of Arbel. another 
leading cai7>et manufacturer now 
going increasingly Into produetfon 
of hand-tufted wall hangings. 

Their popularity marks a fashion 
trend, he believes, and the return to 
natural fibres makes their all-wool 
production much in demand now, 
he told me. Arbel, owned jointly by 
Flzikelsteln and Itamar Zoldman, Is 
located inside the Tel Aviv port. 

Israelis, especially young 
couples, are choosing this type of 
interior decoration now, for cover- 
ing large areas of wall space and 
for cldlAen’s roora.

However, industrial exports in 
July were 23 per cent lower than In 
June. For the enlfre $even>moitth 
period. Industrial exports (ex- 
cluding diamondsi amounted to 
Sl.SlSm.. compared to 31.350m. in 
the same per!^ last year. Exports 
of non-mctallic minerals, textiles, 
apparel and leather products, 
chemicals, rubber and plasties 
recorded particularly high in- 
creasM — ranging from S3 to 62 per 
cent. 

Seasonally adjusted data. show 
that the averse monthly exports of 
Industrial pniducts. excluding 
diamonds, were 6260-270m. a 
month, compared with $^-240m. a 


month last year. This is an Increase 
of nearly 13 per cent, la current 
values. , 

When the data on industrial ex- 
ports for January-July i960 are 
compared with the last seven 
.months of 1972. It appears that 
there has been an increase of 10.6 
per cent. In terms of actual, not 
scftaonally adjusted data. 

Net exports of polished diamonds 
totalled 38Sim. in the first seven 
months of the year, compared to 
ST09ni. last year •— a 21 per cent in- 
crease.

Pension law 
committee set 

An inter-ministerial expert com 
mlttee set up yesterday is to ex- 
amine the commitmenta the 
government will undertake in con- 
sequence of the national penston 
law that is to be tabled sometime in 
the future. 

Minister of Labour Israel Katz 
and Finance Minister TIgael Hur- 
vitz met yesterday to the 

ways in which the bill might be tabl- 
ed as soon as possible, and decided 
to set up the expert committee. 

Katz will pruent the cabinet with 
his own national pension plan if the 
committee does not reach agree- 
ment within two weeks, 
spokeswoman for Katz said yester^ 
day. 

Katz views the pension bill, along 
with the recently passed nursing 
bill, a national health bill and 
minimum income law, as the cor- 
nerposts of bis policies, during bis 
tenure. 

The new committee will, among 
other things, examine the actuarial 
position of the existing provident 
funds and the ImpUe^ons of the 
pension law on the volume and form 
of savings in the eeonozpy.

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Even Sharon can be right 

WHAT STARTBD OUT aa an incipient showdown, with a bajig, 
typically ended up at the last cabinet session with nothing more 
than the proverbial whimper. * 

Agriculture Mister Sharon was fcrced by his colleagues to 
take back the accusation against Mr. Begin for *‘irx^poiisibie 
and hasty handling of the defence portfolio on issues in which 
human life was at stake." his part, the Prime Minister put 
out a statement describing as "baseless and fundamentally dis 
torted" a media claim that, at meeting of the ministerial 
security committee last Friday, he had denounced Mr. Sharon 
as “a threat to democracy." 

Thus Mr, Sharon has been humbled but not subdued, let alone 
banished, while Mr. Begin has reasserted his au^ority, what 
remained of it, over his administration. Most important, the 
cabinet has been spared a crisis at this uneasy time, and the 
premier will not "go to the President," not even to re-form the 
cabinet. 

When the suggestion was made by Mr. Begin, almost as an 
afterthought, on Sundc^^, that perhaps he should do that, the 
response was reportedly even more overwhelmingly negative 
than to Mr. Sharon’s slurs at the premier. The danger was that 
Mr. Begin might find not only Mr. Sharon hut a few other 
minlaters dh^ensable in a move for reorganisation. 

Ihe hatchet, then, has been buried, even it not for very long. 
But the issues raised In the latest cabinet skirmishes will not so 
easily be interred. . 

Mr. Begin may not charge Mir. Sharon outright with being a 
threat to democracy, but he implies as much. The implication 
was ple^ enough already in Mr. Begin's well advertised crack, 
a few weeks ago. that Mr. Sharon, if appointed defence 
-•minister, would ring the prime minister’s office the following 
morning with army tanks. 

This, essentially, ia the prevailing opinion of Mr. Sharon: that 
he was a great military leader but that today he represents — 
yes, a threat to democracy. 

The forgiving Mr. Begin can find ejdenuating circumstances 
for Mr. I^aron. But even if he means only half of what he 
himself has lately said of the agriculture minister, how could he 
ever propose him to ESirUch — even If in the expectation 
that the offer would be turned down — as defence minister? 

This, paradoxically, is where Bfr. Sharon's bitter complaint of 
flippancy andoffhandednesa In Mr. Begin's handling of security 
matters should make everyone sit up and take notice. 

What it is precisely that Mr. Sharon was protesting last Fri- 
day we do not know, and 'it ia entirely posaible that that par- 
ticular criticism may have been misplaced. The agriculture 
minister’s claim, on that occasion, that as an ex-general his own 
views on defence matters should weigh more heavily than those 
of his non-army colleagues, is itself only proof of total mis- 
understanding of the nature (if not denial of the piinciple) of 
civilian control of the mlUtary. 

9ut it does not take an Arik Sharon to suspect that, under Mr. 
Begin's one-day-a-week stewardship of the deface ministty, 
the very notion of civilian control has become fairly 
meaningless, and that crucial decisions are now apt to be taken 
off the cuff and without even a semblance of prior study. 

The suspicion may, ondlose scrutiny, prove to be groundless. 
At the vexy least, however, it deserves to be examined.

I thank you for your letter dated 
August 2, 1980. which I studied 
carefully yesterday evening. 

Thank God, my health ia good. 
May I telJ you something of my 
thoughts during the illness which 
suddenly befell me. My good doc- 
tors put me under a machine, made 
In Israel, unique fn its sophistica- 
tion. which you saw in Haifa, and 
which we even export to the Utdted 
States. After nearly two hours of 
ordeal they had a photo of my 
heart. The Proteaaor decided to 
show it to me. 

So what is the human heart? 
Simply, it la a pump. And I thought, 
God Almighty, as long as this pump 
is working, a human being (eels, 
thinks, speaks, writes, loves his 
family, smiles, weeps, enjoys life, 
gets angry, gives friendship, wins 
friendship, prays, dreams, 
remembers, forgets, forgives, In- 
fluences other people. Is influenced 
by other people — lives. But when 
this pump stops — nc more! What a 
wonder In the Cosmos ia this frailty 
of the human body, without which 
the mind, too. becomes still, 
helpless or hapless. 

Therefore, it la the clear duty of 
every man who is called upon to 
serve his people, hla country, 
humanity, a Just cause — he is duty- 
bound to do his best as long aa the 
heart pumps. 

T agree with you wholeheartedly 
that there is no nobler task than to 
work for peace, yes Indeed, a com- 
prehensive peace between all 
nations and. notably, between our 
nations which originate from and 
live In our region, known as the 
Middle EasL 

You will. I hope, forgive me for 
this quAsi-philoscphieal introduc- 
tion. It is relevant. Both our natlona 
yearn for peace. 1 believe that bath 
of ua. too, want peace. It la In this 
spirit that for the sake of rincerlty 
and clarity. I must make aever^ 
remarks concerning your detailed 
letter. Because, whenever you men- 
tion our meetings at Camp David, 
(n Alexandria, In Aswan, .etc,, you 
always remind me of what you told 
me; but what about my response? - 
You ivUl agree with me that in none 
of our meetings was there a 
monologue either by you or by me. . 
We conducted always a dialogue. 
You spoke; I responded. 1 spoke; 
you answered. Let us, therefore, 

' refresh our memories. 

1. You write in your paragraph 
14: 

"You would also recall that 1 
offered (in El-Arlsh) to provide you 
with water that could reach 
Jerusalem, passing through the 
Negev... You misunderstood the 
idea behind my offer when you said 
that the national aspirations of your 
people are not for sale." 

I believe, Mr. President, that 
when you recreate by memory our 
short ^alogue in Sl-Arisb. you will 
agree with me that: 

a) You suggested to me bringing 
water from the Nile to the Negev; 

In that convenatfon you never men- 
tioned bringing the water to 
Jerusalem. 

b) 1 never said that the national 
aspirations of my people are not for 
sale. That would be gross language 
and X never used such language Ih 
our talks. You took the Initiative 
and made to me a double proposal. 
You said: We must act with vision. 

I am prepared to let you have water 
from the NUe to Irrigate the Negev; 
and let ua solve the problem of 
Jerusalem, because if we solve this 
problem, we will have solved 
everything. 

I then responded; 

"Mr. Prerident, water from the 
NQe to the Negev a good Idea, In- 
deed a great vision, but we must 
always distinguish between moral 
historical values, and such la 
Jerusalem, -and material 
achievements. Let us separate the 
two issues: Jerusalem on the one 
hand, and water from the Nile to 
the Negev on the other hand." 

2 . 1 ^1. of course, come back to 
the issue of Jerusalem, hut I would 
like now to respond to another point 
in your letter, on which you dwell 
rather extensively: good faith, 
goodwill, mutual understanding, 
promoting peace and cooperation. 
These are the facta: 
a) Your Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, Dr. Boutrus Ghali. 
pays visits to Atcican cotmtries and 


repeatedly influences their 
governments not to fenew 
diplomatic relations with Israel. Is 
not this unilateral aetiea a clear 
breach of the EgypUan-Israeli 
peace treaty, annex article S, 
section 3, which stipulates; 

"The parties shall seek to foster 
mutual undersatanding and 
tolerance and will, aceor^ngly. 
abstain from hostile propaganda 
against each other." 

This, certainly, is hostile 
propaganda in third countries 
which used to say that they cannot 
renew diplomatic relations with 
Israel aa long as there is a state of 
war between it and aa African state 
(Egypt). But now there is peace 
tetween Egypt and feraet. A peace 
treaty was signed between us and 
duly ratified. ‘ Why, then, this un- 
ilateral act of hostUlty towards 
Israel? 

b) If the Egyptian delegate to the 
United Nations Sraergeney 
General Assembly votes for the 
most hostile anti-Israel resolution 
rinee that other abominable resolu- 
tion was adopted in the Assembly 
equating Zior^m — one of the most 
humane, naticaa) liberation 
movements in history — with 
racism, (of which vw. the Jews, 
have been and are the first vic- 
tims). is not this a unilateral act of 
hostility contrary to our peace 
treaty? 

c) The Egyptian delegate voted 
for a resolution demanding that by 
Novehiber 15. Israel withdraws 
from Judea. Samaria, (my 
language), the Gaza District, the 
Golan Heights and Jerusalem. Is 
not this a flagrant contradiction of 
the Camp David agreement? There 
it Is written: "A withdrawal of 
Israeli armed forces will take place 
and there will be a redeployment of 
the remaining Israeli forces into 
apecitied security locations" — 
this, following tile election of the 
self-governing authority (ad- 
ministrative coucell). U la also 
written in the Camp David 
agreement: "All necessary 
measures will be taken and 
provisions made to assure the 
security of Israel and its 
neighbqprs during the transitional 
period and beyond." 

“The transitional period," as 
agreed between Egypt, the United 
States and Israel, is five years: 
"beyond" Is fRdcflaite. "The 
remaining forces" mean army un- 
its which remain (in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza District). 
Yet your delegate voted la the 
United Nations la favour of aa 
"ultimatum" to Israel to com- 
mence evacuation of these 
territories in less than five months. 

d) The Egyptian delegate made a 
speech at the United Nations in 
which he said, inter alia: 
i) Israel shmdd withdraw to the 
pre-June S. 1997 lines, whether on 
the West Bank, Including Bast 
Jerusalem, and the Gaza Strip. 
Where, Mr. President, is this 
written in the Camp David 
agreement? The quotations men- 
tioned above tell us of stipulations 
that are completely dlfferenL 
il) Israeli ^thdrawal should be 
complete including that of - the 
military forc^, settlements should 
be dismantled and settlers remov- 
ed. Where is this passage men- 
tio'ned in the Camp David 
^reement? Are settlements men- 
tioned at all in the Camp David ac- 
cord? 

ill) "The Palestinian people 
should exercise, without say exter- 
nal interference, the insUenable 
and fundament^ rt^t to self- 
determination, including the right 
to establish an independent state on 
the West Bank and Gaza." 

Thus, the Egyptian delegate to 
the United Nations. 

However, not one word about selt- 
determinatlon (which, of course, 
means a state), or i^ut aa in- 
dependent (PaJestinJan) state 
appeara In any one of tiie pages, 
paragraphs, sections, subsections 
etc. of the Camp David agreement. 
Dr. Ghali. speaJdxig on behalf of 
Egypt, committed almost incom- 
prehensible deviations from, and 
total contradictions to, the Camp 
David accord which you and I sign- 
ed and which our friend President 
Carter signed as witness, and which 
all of us are obligated to carry out 
in good faith in accordance with the 
old golden rule: Pacta simf ssrva*i- 
da. It is not Israel, which eommltsa 
breach of our peace treaty or of the 
other, not yet ftilfiUed port of the 
Camp .David agreement; 
spokesmen . of Egypt, of various 
levels, do. 

3. In this conjunction It is also my

duty to turn your attention again to 
the fact that one of your official 
newspapers likened me to the “exH' 
bodiment of all evil in mankind.” 
(to use a ChurchilUan description). 
Adolf Ifltler. I would not refer back 
to this shame, were It not for the 
fact that this "hostile propaganda" 
which Egypt undertook to abstain 
from cionductlng still goes on and on 
in a press which Is not free of 
Government Influence. Again 1 was 
called, by one of the Egyptian 
newspapers. "Shylock," an epithet 
hurled at the Jew by all his haters 
and detractors who originally, in 
Germany, were termed “Anti- 
Semites." (Of course, we Arabs and 
Jews are ail Semites) . I wtU refrain 
from listing other names, or ar- 
ticles, or curses. But. Mr. Presi- 
dent. Is this the way “to foster 
mutual understanding"? 

4. On Jerusalem: Wth this letter 
I attach three documents: a) my' 
letter to President Carter of 
September 17. 1978; b) the Law of 
the Holy Places adopted by the 
Knesset In June 1967; and e> the 
Basie Law: Jerusalem, Capltaj of 
Israel, adopted by the Vessel last 
week. 

I am aware that you wrote a 
letter about Jerusalem to PresIdeBt 
Carter, who also wrote to me a 
letter after having wflhdrawn his 
first draft. About that draft we said 
to our American friends ihst should 
it become official we shall not sign 
the Camp David agreement whi^ 
was already completed on that Sun- 
day. September 17. 1978. 

I put to you a rimple, togleal 
question: By what letter should we, 
Israel, stand? By yonra? By Presi- 
dent Carter's? Or by the letter of 
Israel's Prime Mfniater who. on 
this matter, speaks tor ninety-five 
per cent of the Israeli people, 
without distinction of party af- 
filiation? 

I have never misled you. nor 
anybody else. Time and again I 
repeated that Jerusalem. In Its en- 
tirety. is the capital of Israel, a city 
re-united and Indivialble for aU 
generations. 

Yes. Indeed, there are in 
Jerusalem places holy to Christians 
and Moslems. We respect them. R 
w*as not so under Jordanian occupa- 
tion as far as the Jewish Holy 
Places were conceraqc). Israel 
assures men and women of all 
religions absolntely free access to 
the places sacred to them, . 
guaranteed by the Basic Law 
forever. We know that from the 
point of view of religious faith 
Jerusalem is holy to CSzristiane and 
Moslems. To the Jewish people 
Jerusalem is not only holy; It Is 
their history for three millennia, 
their heart, thedr dream, the visible 
symbol of their national redemp- 
tion. 

You assure me. Mr. President 
that you are for tbe unity of 
Jerusalem, but in your speech at 
the National Press Club In 
Washington, a few months ago. you 
demanded that "Eastern 
Jerusalem" he put under Arab 
sovereignty. TE^ is a contradiction 
in terms. Two Bovereignttes over 
one city mean ita re-pa)^tioa. Im- 
poBSlble, Jerusalem is and will be 
one. under Israd’a sovereignty, its 
indivisible capital In which Jews 
and Arabs wU dwell together in 
peace and In human dignity. 
Whosoever declares that the 
sovereign acta of our democratic 
Psrllameht are null and void 
makes a declaration which 'is null 
and void. . 

The same applies to our 
settlements in Judea, Samaria, the 
Gaza District and the Golan 
Heights. They are legal and 
legitimate and they are an integral 
part of our national security. None 
of them will ever be removed. I 
made a statement to this effect In 
Aswan, In your presence, in public, 
before the press and media of tbe 
world. I said the same, of course, to 
President Carter, time and again 
since July, 19T7. 

5. You mentioned Resolution Z42. 

As you will recall, tiiat Resolution 
refers to withdrawal of Israeli arm- 
ed forces fr om territories — not the 
territories — and tbe Resolution’s 
authors have consistently affirmed 
that it does not command Israel to 
withdraw to the pre-June 5, 1967 
lines. 

Mr. President, we travelled a 
long n>ad towards i»aee. There 
were discussions, nocturnal 
stoelons, crises, renewed efforts — 
and let us never forget those of 
President Carter — until our 
labours bore fruit. Let us continue. 
We would like to have represenr- 
tatlves of the Arab inhabitants of 
Judea, Samaria and the Gasa 
District (not the PLO) around the 
table. But, incited and intimidated 
by tbe inflammatory and terrorist 
actions of tbe PLO they dont come 
ab initio. We cannot force them. 
Can Egypt bring them to the taUe? 
You know tbe facts as well as I do. 

An of us Invited IQag ffisssete; he 
recentty declared that be wtD nevw 
Join negotiations under the Camp 
David' agreement. Can any one of 
us change his attitude? 1 read your 
Speeches on this subject. 

Israel showed Its good faith. We 
could have s^d: let us rather wait 
with the autonomy negotiations u» 
til Jordan and representatives ot 
the Palestinian Arabs join the talks. 

We did not say so. You were wfifing 
to go ahead with these negotiations; 
we accepted and we negotfete with 
yon. 

However, tour times Egypt un- 
ilaterally'suspended the autonomy 
talks. Do these repeated suspen- 
sions contribute to the urgent need 
ot solving the problems under the 
Camp David accord? 

Let us, therefore, dispense with 
torlhcr unilateral suipe^ons. Let 
us renew our negotiations. We have 
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differences of opInioB. They do not, 

. they should n^ exclude auoOer 
agreement on full a ut on o my, tor tiie 
inAohitiDito ot tbe West Batot and 
Gaza ( Jndea, Samaria 'aad the 
(»aza District) as wr i tt en In tbe 
Camp David agreement. 

Let ua negotiate. Let na deters 
mine together the date for the ' 
renewal of the tslka. Let na, ae the 
past proves, reaaon to ge th er until 
we reach tbe agreement aad pave 
the way tor peace In thie r^lw. the 
cradle of htanan cIviBzatlott.
